William JSMcGarrahan. His kind, 
benevolent face and the familiar flgui 
thatjhas appeared regularly during 

sessions of Congress for 
ast thirty years and over will be seen 
ore. He spent a whole life bat- 
tling manfully against heavy odds, fin 
justice, and lost. Truly, after life'i 
fitful fever, he sleeps'.well. 

As the claimant to the New Idril 
quicksilver mine he had been a famil- 
iar figure at the Capitol for years, and 
was well known

jorlty of whom were believers in the 
justice of his claims. A bill to permit 
a trial of {hi* case in the Court of 
Claims was passed by Congress, but 
was vetoed by Presidi 
Several other bills have been passed 
by one House or the other, and 8 
score of committees had reported fav 
orably on the claim. At the present 
time a bill passed by the House at this 
session is pending in the Senate.

His real opponent was a private cor- 
poratioi^known as the New Idria Min- 
ing Company, which squatted upon 
his land shortly after he purchased it 
and lias ever since boen making 
enormous profits out of the rich de- 
posits of quicksilver found beneath 
its rocky surface.

Oh, yes ; I was one of the orignal 
'forty-niners.' 

Well, I went West, [traveled 
the wildjlcontinout in an ir, 
grant train and met hardships and 
Indians] and discouragements i 
all that sort of things till 
to San Francisco. Then 
went into ^business, invested my 
money and prospered. It was in the 
days of the.big California boom, and 
very thing prospered. Money 
lade by ilie,baiTel and turned 
rlth a shove). i plunged lute 
thickest of it and got rich with the 
rest. I bough and sold six hundred 
barrels of brandy ill one day . I dealt 
in tobacco [by the shipload. My in- 
come was $3,000 a month. And yet I 
lived simply*. My wants were few 
and I never married. 

It was along about that time I met 
Gomez, and he wanted to sell me som 
land. He had got his Itancho Pai 
oche Grande by a grant from th 
Mexican Government, and his title to 
was clear . 

"Well.it was a wild piece ol laud 
down in the wilderness of the south- 
ounties of California, but I had 
faith in the country and thought it 
would be a good thing to buy. So I 
bought it and paid him $11,000 for it. 
Why, $11,000 was no more to me then 
than a dollar is now. 

'After a time I heard that there was 
quicksilver on my ranch and that 
some squatters had gone down there 
and were making money out of it. So 
I thought I would go down and look 
at my property, and there I found 
them with a shanty and a little 
machinery taking the quicksilver from 
out of my rocks . 1 could have turned 
them all out, bag and baggage, on the 
spot if I had had a few men, for there 
were only half a dozen or so of them ; 
but I let it go, thinking I would ap- 
peal to the law. So I wont back to

Mr. McGarrahan, who was never at 
rest a moment in the proseculiou 
his claim after his failure with 
Fortieth Congress, appealed to th. 
Forty-first Congress. It was then that 
he learned that a patent to the land, 
heretofore unknown to be in existencif 
was on file in the General Land Office. 

President Lincoln had ordered given 
to Mr. McGarrahan, but which had 
been lost in the tangled mass of offi- 
cial red tape and filed eventually 
without notice. But when John A. 
Bingham, of tho House Committee, 
called at the General Land Office to see 
the files he found that the record of 
the patent had been mutilated. This 
ended that hope. And so in oach suc- 
ceeding Congress Mr. McGarrahan 
pressed his claim assiduously, and sev- 
eral times bills to restore him to hit 
property passed the house, but failed 
to pass the Senate Once, indeed, a 
bill for his relief did get before Presi- 
dent Harrison, and then Mr. McGarra- 
han thought that his ship had at last 

It was the Fifty-second Congress 
at passed the bill conform 
m the title to the land. Both the 
Senate and the House concurred in it. 
But Mr. McGarrahau's evil genius 
followed him, even to the White 
House. There were technical errors 
in the bill, aud for this reason the 
President vetoed it. 

After the veto a second bill wa- in- 
troduced into the Senate, so amended 
as to make it conform to to the Pres- 
ident's objections, and passed twice in 
one Congress. But the bill did not 
reach the House until the day of 
adjournment— too late for considera- 
tion, and so that hope went along with 
all the rest. Now that the disappointed 
old man is gone, his claim will doubt- 
less be dropped aud pass into history 
one of tho most noted cases ever 
before congress. — Courier-Journal.
